Bennett Of Hamlin 
Hatchery Speaks 
To Stamford Club 


Gordon Bennett, rn.onager of the 
Hamlin Hatchery, one of Texas’ 
largest hatchers, spoke at the Ex­ 
change Club at Stamford last F ri­ 
day. 
He stated that he was interested 
In the poultry business 
to 
help 
others as wTell as himself. And went 
on to say that people of this im­ 
mediate area could copy what is 
being done 
elsewhere to profit 
from raising poultry. 
He remarked that mass produc­ 
tion of broilers by such well know n 
chicken shack owners 
as Leslie's 
and Youngblood’s is achieved in an 
unusual way. 
Instead of under­ 
taking to grow the chicks them­ 
selves they place the chicks in the 
hands of individual growers at no 
cost, prescribe and furnish the diet 
and settle up for the growing costs 
w’hen the chickens 
are returned. 
In this way the grower is enabled 
to operate without capital and the 
owmer gets them to market. 
Bennett continued that 
these 
boys not only served the chcikens 
cooked at their roadside inns, but 
also shipped them to markets un­ 
der their brand names. 
This, he 
said, could be accomplished in a sim 
ilar manner for chicken growers of 
this country and instead of im­ 
porters we could become shippers, 
what the production of our grain 
upon which to feed the poultry. 
Bennett was a school teacher be­ 
fore becoming superintendent of th 
Hamlin Schools and later pursuec 
the hatchery business as his pro­ 
fession.

“and it gives the police something 
definite on which to jail or punish 
the driver who apparently cares 
little for his life and thereby et - 
dangers the lives of innocent motor­ 
ists in the other lane ” 
Last year 
President

Highway Safety Conference urged 
the states to concentrate on Im­
